It 
would be easy for a person skilled in the art to conceive 
of using the means disclosed in document 2 to confirm the 
shape and form of the blind crack disclosed in document 
1. When applying the means disclosed in document 2, a 
person skilled in the art would be able to establish what 
specific kind of optical system to use as a matter of 
design. 
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
